A late arrival at New-York from Liverpool, brings 
London dates to the 27th of September 

The trial of the Queen had progressed as far as 
the 21st day, the Attorney General having closed his 
evidence on the nineteenth.—On the application of 
the counsel of the Queen to be allowed time to pre- 
pare for commencing her defence, and their express- 
ing their wish that the day for resuming the trial 
should be the 3d of October, the House of Lords 
adjourned ’till that day. 

Addresses to the Queen were daily and hourly re- 
ceived by her Majesty —The Ladies of Edinburg 
have sent the Queen an address. —The females of t'x- 
eter have also sent the Queen an Address. —On the 
12th of Sept. her Majesty received addresses—three 
from Exeter, one from the parish of St. Sidwell ; one 
from Montrose ; from the males and females of Leeds ; 
froin Ross ; one in verse from the ladies of Bristol, 
with 11,047 signatures ; from Carlisle, Hereford, 
Ipswich, &e. &c.

gant ship of the line, the DELAWARE, embrace) 
her destined element, amidst the roar of cannon ayj 
musketry, the acclamations of thousands of anxioy 
spectators, aud the inspiring sound of martial music. 
Not an accident of any kind occurred during th 
anxious moments of preparation for this cheering 
scene—all was perfect system and regularity, and she 
glided with the gracefulness of a Swan into the we 
tery element, which received her safe and sound, int 
its mighty bosom. Nothing could exceed the eas, 
the elegance and grandeur with which she made be 
transit. 

We may congratulate our country on the acquis: 
tion to its naval force of one of the finest and bes 
ships, that ever floated. Thisis no assertion of ow 
own but the opinion of the «ost experienced judges, 
The Delaware is one of the largest class of shijs 
which have been constructed for our navy, of which 
there are only two others of the same size yet 
built ; the Ohio and the North- ‘arolina. 

The scene which this interesting occasion conjured 
into view was grand and enlivening beyond any th ng 
we have ever beheld. The Steam boats Virginia, 
Richmond, Petersburg, and Sea-Horse, were all pre- 
sent and crowded with spectators,amongst whom were 
an immense number of ladies. The frigate United 
States laying at the Navy Yard—the Alert, Store 
ship and several merchant vessels were also animated 
with vast numbers of the assembled population : and 
the Navy Yard hospitably received as many as chose 
to seek situations within its walls to behold the gra- 
tifying and imposing spectacle—The number of 
spectators, in the aggregate, could have been but lit- 
tle short of 20,000, a large proportion of which were 
Ladies and amongst which were a vast assemblage of 
visitors from all parts of the country round for more 
than 100 miles distance. 

Friga'e Guerriere was decorated in hon- 
or of the occas:on with numerous national and other 
flags, and responded to the salute which was fired from 
the Navy Yard asthe ship glided from the Stocks.
